SCOTT'S DEAREST WISH. 


Frustrated fcy the Fatality Attending the 


Boys Who Bore Bla Name. 


It was Sir Walter Scott's dearest 


Vfish to found a house -which should 
carry on the traditions of his great an- 
cestors, who were cadets of the Scotts 
of Haaden, now represented by Baion 
Polwarth. Scott reared Abbotsford at 
enormons cost, but there his work be- 
gan and ended. His eldest son, who suc- 
ceeded to the baronetcy, survived him 
only 16 years and died in 1847, cu 
married, at the Cape, and so the bar- 
onetcy became extinct. His second _son 
died at faroff Teheran, also nnmarried. 
So the name of Scott was left to his 
daughter Charlotte, who married Lock 
hart, the biographer of Sir Walter. Her 
son, Walter Scott Lockhart, adopted the 
name of Scott, but, with all the extraor 
dinary fatality that had overcome bis 
uncles, he, too, died unmarried at the 
age of 26, and so the estate passed to 
his sister Charlotte, who married J. B 
Hope, Q. C., a member of the Hopetoun 
family, and he, of course, adopted the 
name Scott. They had three children 
but their only son died in childhood, 
and once again a woman came to rule 
This was Mary Monica. 


In 1874 she married Hon. Josepl 


Constable-Maxwell, third son of Lord 
Herries, who, as a matter of course 
adopted the name Scott. They have had 
six children, the eldest of whom, Wai 
ter Joseph Maxwell-Scott, born in 1875 
is in the army. He has two brother 
and two sisters living. Mary Josephine 
who is married, was horn in 1876. Thus 
it will be seen that the present genera- 
tion of Scotts have been in turn Lock 
harts, Hopes and Maxwells. These are 
all excellent names, with honorable his- 
tories behind them, and yet, ia strict 
genealogical sequence, the present gen- 
eration is very far removed from the au- 
thor o! "Waverley. "—London Sketch.

It was the largest English fleet yet 


assembled, and the army going on 
board was also the best with which any 
English king had ever put i to sea. It 
lonbistecFof picked men only. Of these, 
4,000 were men-at-arms, 6,000 were 
Irish, 12,000 were Welsh, but the most 
carefully trained and disciplined part 
of the force consisted of 10,000 bow- 
men.

Why Bird*' Eggs Are Colored. 


The why and wherefore of the colors 


of birds' eggs have been a favorite theme 
for speculation, from the quaint surmis- 
ings of Sir Thomas Bro-wne to the sol- 
emn guess work of Shnfeldt, Jn his ten 
"biological laws explanatory of the va- 
riation in color of the shells of the eggs 
in class avea " Hevntson piously con- 
cludes that the beauty of these elegant 
and often exquisitely attractive objects 
is intended for the delight of human 
eyes; hence, as he says, eggs simply 
white are put out of sight in holes. He 
also sees in the larger number of eggs 
laid by game birds a provision by a 
benevolent providence for the joy of 
the sportsman and the delectation of 
the epicure. Next comes a man who as- 
sures ns that the colors of eggs are due 
to the influence of their respective sur- 
roundings on the imagination of the 
heu buds—the old story of Jacob's lit- 
tle trick on'Laban in the matter of 
young cattle. This school instances as 
on example the red blotches prevalent 
on the eggs of falcons, regarded by it ae 
a record of the bloody experiences of 
the parents, but it does not explain why 
the equally rapacious owls produce pure 
white eggs or the bloodthirsty skuas 
and shrikes lay greenish ones.—Ernest 
Ingersoll in Harper's Magazine.

Scratches In Horsea. 


In rainy weather, -when there is plen- 


ty of mnd, unless care is taken to clean 
it off and.wipe the feet dry the horses 
aro liable to'be attacked with scratches 
or grease heel. If the legs get muddy 
and the animaligets heated and then is 
put into n cold stable without cleaning 
off to get cold and shiver, conditipns 
are supplied that are' favorable for the 
development of< this disease. Allowing 
the horses to get fat and to stand, in the 
stables with no exercise and upon a pile 
of heating is also favorable 'to this dis- 
ease. Prevention is much easier'than 
cure. A proper regard for comfort and 
cleanliness-will readily prevent this dis- 
ease. 


When the horses come in at night, if 


the legs are wet or muddy they should 
be carefully washed off in tepid water 
and then wiped dry with a cloth. If 
the scratches appear, as soon as the fact 
is ascertained wash, the feet with tepid 
water and castile soap and then wipe 
dry. If there is inflammation, make a 
hot poultice and sprinkle finely pow- 
dered charcoal over it, applying one in 
the morning and renewing it at night 
until the 'inflammation subsides. Then 
apply a lotion made of one ounce of sug- 
ar of lead dissolved in a pint of water. 
When it begins to heal, use veterinary- 
vaseline. Continue tbe treatment until 
thoroughly cnred. Keep'the horse quiet 
and supply sufficient bedding to keep 
the feet clean. If taken in hand at the 
first stages, washing clean with warm 
water and castilo soap, wiping dry and 
applying veterinary vaseline.will effect' 
a cure in three or four days. In severe 
cases in addition to the treatment given 
it may be necessary to give a good ca- 
thartic.—St. Louis Republic.

AN AMERICAN TOURIST.

• Brussels,' and that is whan by expansion 
t has become necessary to tear dowii 
bo fortification it has left tho boule- 
vard. .Brussels is how about three times 
ns largo as the original walled city, and 
;his boulevard forma a broad street 
around between the center and the out- 
side from 200 to 800 feet widof , It is 
more than a street or avohue; it is a 
street and a park. It goes by different 
uamoa at different parts, and Boulevard 
Waterloo — the widest— is- first: a side- 
walk, then a paved street perhaps 15 
feet wide for business purposes, then 
ground with two rows of trees, .80 feet 
wide, for horseback ridiug, them 40 foot 
or 'so of asphalt or macadam for car- 
riages, then 80 feet (at a guess) with 
four rows of trees for pedestrians, with 
seats for resting ; then another -paved 
street for business and street oars, arid, 
lastly, the other sidewalk. At different 
places are booths for selling papers, etc., 
waiting rooms for tho street car service 
and public conveniences. Through the 
town there, are two broad avenues and 
many outside, like the Avenue Louise, 
which leads out to the Bois, and, like 
the boulevard, has the same combina- 
tion — part street and part park of itself. 
The other streets are neither wide, nor 
straight, but cool in a hot day and like- 
ly warm in wiuter. 


The buildings are not whole blocks 


from street to street as.in .Paris, each 
separate house or store varying some- 
what one from the other, but they are 
all in a locality or block about of the 
same height and degree of finish — all 
kept clean and bright— the telegraph 
and telephone wires all over the tops 
strung from roof to roof and the whole 
city supplied with street car service. 
One of the lines is supplied-with cars 
that run on the track where there is a 
track and turn out on the pavement 
where there is none. This is done by 
using common omnibus wheels for tho 
carriage and two leading wheels which 
drop into the grooves in the rails — 
when in line — which keeps the car on 
all right. By custom, law or common 
sense none of the carriages has tires 
less than about two inches wide, BO 
that the ground rail does not interfere 
at all with the common street traffic. 
The king, either by his power or influ- 
ence, sees to it that the companies give 
the worth of the money. The fares are 
very low — only a cent for short rides, 
varying according to the distance — and 
the companies are no doubt managed on 
economical lines. As an example, the 
tickets or receipts are printed on paper 
and are canceled by the conductor tear. 
ing off the corner. How simple com- 
pared with the thick ticket and punch ! 
The street cars, or tram cars, have maps 
of the route over which they travel 
posted so one who can follow a map 
can see where the special line he is on 
goes, what main streets it crosses and 
where it connects with other lines. 


Probably nothing has been said about 


Brussels for tho last 300 years that 
not include the Hotel de Ville, or town 
hall, with its openwork spire. Inside il 
is a museum, with many curiosities and 
noted paintings. Surrounding it and 
throughout the old part of the town 
there are many ancient Flemish build 
ings,- and in the new part is the Hall oJ 
Justice, one of tho largest buildings in 
the .world, if not the very largest, 
II 


is larger than St. Peter's, and though 
Philadelphia claims to have the largest 
this is 1500 by COO aud 400 feet high, as 
against the Philadelphia struoturo's 400 
feet square by tho same height, and the 
Philadelphia Iraildiug lias a large open 
'court, which the Brussels Hall of Justice 
has not. Anyway there is ail awful lot 
of stone and architecture about it. 


I do uoc know whether they deal out 


justice on the same scale as the build- 
ing; but the affairs of the city seem to 
bo well- managed, and one would think, 
from the talk of the people, that the 
king has a good deal to do with it. He 
is greatly liked, is aronud the streets 
and iu the exhibition every day and 
stops to talk to the exhibitors and work- 
men. We had the honor of mooting him 
two or three times. He was going one 
way in the aisles of the exhibition and 
iu the street, and wo were going the 
other. "Long live tho king I" — John E.
